It 
won't be long before the furnace fire 
is in great demand,

Wrtunity to practically fill their eel- 
jars during the summer are now to

, 'i'HE INFLUENZA SITUATION 


The epidemic of Spanish influenza, 


which it was hoped last week had 
passed the peak.has continued to make 
ravages throughout the city. Many 
new cases have been discovered and 
many deaths have occurred, so that 
the situation has been decidedly seri- 
ous during the past few days. The 
local board of health }a; taken arbi- 
trary stops to check the spread of 
the contagion as much as possible, 
and it is hoped that the situation 
will soon begin to improve. In the 
Navy it is already much better, al- 
though new cases still continue to 
develop. 
Many men have been dis- 


charged from the hospital, however, 
the number of daily discharges being 
considerably in excess of the num- 
ber of new cases, so that it has been 
possible to close some of the extra 
emergency wards that were opened to 
care for the sudden rush of patients. 
There have been many deaths in 
this naval district, and many bodies 
of young sailors who gave their lives 
for their country just as truly as 
the men on the battlefields of France, 
have been sent home to their rela- 
tives. 


Among the civilian population the 


situation is not as good as it is 
among the naval men. The disease 
has continued to spread with alarm- 
ing rapidity throughout the week, and 
a great many persons are now on the 
sick list. In some places of business 
enough men have been stricken with 
the disease to seriously handicap the 
ordinary business operations, espe- 
cially in connection with the shortage 
of help that exists because of the 
war demands upon men and women. 
Many patients are critically ill with 
pneumonia that frequently follows 
the disease and which sems to be a 
particularly virulent form of pneumo- 
nia. Post mortem examinations have 
shown the condition of the lungs to be 
decidedly different from that of the 
ordinary pneumonia. 


The Newport board of. health took 


an active hand in the curtailment of 
the disease this week, by closing all 
places of public assemblage, and also 
making the influenza one of the dis- 
eases to be reported to the board. A 
meeting was called for Tuesday, but 
the medical members of the board 
were so busy treating patients that 
they were unable to attend, and other 
arrangements had to be made to get 
the board together later. At that 
time it was arranged that all physi- 
cians attending cases 
of 
influenza 


should report the new cases to the 
board within 24 hours, under the 
same arrangements as for other com- 
municable diseases. A strict quaran- 
tine of places where the disease was 
discovered was also ordered. 


The next day another meeting of 


the board was held, and that time it 
was decided to take still more radical 
measures to prevent further spread 
of the disease. It was decided to close 
the schools, theaters, and other places 
of public assemblage for a time until 
it should be felt that the danger was 
passed. 
Accordingly the no-school 


signal was sounded on the fire alarm 
Thursday morning, and orders were 
issued to the theatres to keep their 
doors closed for the present. A num- 
ber of dances arvl other entertain-, 
ments scheduled for the next few 
days were called off. 


Thus far, the army posts in this 


vicinity have not suffered as severely 
as has the navy, although many of 
the great army camps in other places 
have felt the ravages of the disease 
very severely. 
A number of cases 


were discovered at Fort Adams this 
week and a strict quarantine was im- 
mediately established, but the other 
forts are as yet comparatively free 
from the disease. 


It is hoped that the contagion has 


nosv reached its peak and that the 
epidemic will soon be on the decline.

HOAKU'OK ALDEKMEN 


The board of aldermen found con- 


siderable business ready for their 
consideration at the weekly meeting 
on Thursday evening. A communica- 
tion was received from the board of 
health stating that in order to pre- 
vent any further spread of the influ- 
enza contagion it was absolutely nec- 
tsssry to suspend all public assem- 
blages. The board therefore vottd to 
revoke all licenses for dances or en- 
tertainments that have already been 
granted, and will return the license 
fees. 
They further gave leave to 


withdraw to several applicants for 
similar licenses. No more will be is- 
sued until the board of health noti- 
fies the aldermen that it will be safe 
to do so. 


Mayor Burdick called attention to 


tbe desirability of sn investigation 
of tbe status of the alien citizens 
who hold city licenses to do business 
here of various kinds. He wanted to 
know if these men were claiming 
exemption 'from the draft because of 
their being aliens, and 
if 
so 
he 


thought that it would not be just to 
American citizens to allow them to 
continue their 
privileged 
business 


while the Americans are ready to do 
the fighting. The city clerk and the 
board of health will prepare a list 
of men who hold city licenses so that 
their status may tj lookd up. 


A new plan for conveying the elec- 


tric wires to the ground of the United 
States Housing Corporation was pre- 
sented and approved by the board. 
This provides for the placing of poles 
in the rear of the houses so that the 
only poles on the streets will be those 
used for supporting the street lights. 


Ai. jther pole question came up, 


when the Provjdence Telephone Com- 
pany applied for permission to erect 
42 poles on the east side of Third 
street to replace the present pole 
line. 
It was expleined that this 


was to some extent a government 
project. 
There seemed to Ire no se- 


rious objection, but the matter was 
laid over for a time for further inves- 
tigation, it being suggested that the 
present poles~were so close to the 
curb line as to be dangerous for pas- 
sengers on the street cars. 


Another 
communication was re- 


ceived from the American Street 
Lighting Company, in regard to the 
payment of its bill for gas lighting in 
this city, payment having been held 
up by the representative council be- 
cause of the Mor quality of gas. 
A 


representative of the Company of- 
fered to appear before the board if 
desired. 


A 
communication was 
received 


from the Chief of Police of Fall 
River stating that a certain 'Newport 
hackney driver had been found proba- 
bly guilty o{ giving liquor to men in 
uniform in Fall River, and the board 
voted that the man in question should 
appear and show caues why his local 
hackney license should not be revoked.

comes next with $50,000.. Jamestown, 
Tiverton, Little Compton and New 
Shoreham arc apportioned $25,000 
each. The apportionment for Provi- 
dence is $30,000,000, for Pawtiicket 
$0,000,00X1, for 
Cranston 
$1,000,000 


and for Central Falls $700,000. The 
total apportionment for the State is 
$50,000,000. 
It will take some hus- 


tling to sell this amount of bonds, but 
it can be done and Khode Island will 
undoubtedly exceed her quota.

ism Is not level) or the blast is not 
adjusted properly. 


Methods of preventing these and oth-

Cracktd grain Is another source of

Means of Eliminating Evil. 


The slalillng of cows during tlio 


hont of the day In coo!, darkened barns 
is recommended ns one of the best1 
means of eliminating the fly evil, pro- 
vided adequate labor Is available to 
keep Ihe .stables clean and sanitary. 
As mnnure provides an Ideal'breeding 
material for files It is imperative that 
none of It be allowed to accumulate in 
or around the stable. 
Spraying the 


animals with some fly repellent, such 
as kerosene emulsion, Is an effective^ 
renieds*, but requires repeated appli- 
cations. Repellents should be used 
with great care, as no good one has 
yet been devised which is not likely to I 
slightly taint the milk. It is best to ,| 
Fpray the cows just before milking 
each evening, using a hr.nd spray pump 


applying It with a brush or a 


sponge. There are some nntifly solu- 
tions on the market which arc more or 
less effective. 
Host of them consist 


of some coal-tar product combined 
willi cither fish oil, oil of tar, or rosin. 
Lime sprinkled about the barn on ma- 
nure is also useful In destroying files. 


Cheap Fly Repellent. 


To prepare kerosene emulsion—nne 


of the cheapest and best home-ninde 
fly repellents—dissolve one-half pound 
of yellow soap in n gallon of soft wa- 
ter hentcd to the boiling point and with 
this combine two gallons of keroscnu 
in a barrel where the solution can be 
churned vigorously. Dilute this mix- 
ture with six gallons of water. This 
amount of emulsion Is sufficient for 
spraying TOO cows nnd should be pre- 
pared only ns needed. When smaller 
amounts arc required .they should be 
prepared In the proportions given. 


Trench warfare certainly Interferes 


with the fighter's meals. After cap- 
turing the enemy's position in partic- 
ular, Is the fighter at a loss to know 
how he will get his regular rations; 
for no sooner does the enemy flnd 
himself dispossessed from his original 
trenches than he opens up with an In- 
tense barrage fire designed to prevent 
ammunition and food from reaching 
the new occupants.

Each dog Is equipped -with a sort of 
double bag, strapped tight over Its 
body and provided with 
numerous 


nockets for food, coffee cans, ammuni- 
tion nnd other supplies. 


It is nt the military dog training 


grounds nt Paris that dogs are pre- 
pared for this service. Not only are 
these four-legged couriers taught to 
avoid the enemy nnd beware of tricks, 
but nlsOj to crawl on their stomachs in 
order to escape flying bullets. Special 
masks are provided for these dogs 
when they must pass through a poison 
gas area.

Claude Kitchin, chairman of the 


Congressional Ways and Means com- 
mittee, is reported as saying, when 
presenting the new revenue measure 
to the House that it would be futile to 
try to obtain-more revenue from the 
tariff, for the reason that imports 
have been decreasing'steadily since 
war was. declared. Our imports for 
the first seven months of 1917 totaled 
?1,778.743,000 in value, and for the 
last month of that period, July, 
$226,000,1)00. 
Imports for the first 


seven months of the current year to- 
taled 
?1,787,50 0,000 and for July 


?241,500,000. They were greater for 
that portion of the present year end- 
ed July 31 than for the entire fiscal 
year 1915, by $113,000,000. So Broth- 
er Claude must have been spoofing 
when he made that statement. Pos- 
sibly his eye caught the figures on 
exports. Exports of domestic goods 
for the first seven months of this 
year totaled $3,427,000,000 in value 
as compared with .53,025,000,000 for 
the first seven months of last year, a 
decrease of nearly $200,000,000. 
If 


Kitchin and his conferees had the 
eyes of a mole they ("would be ahle to 
see that there is bo-inu" to be a con- 
tinuing decrease in our exports as the 
Hun and the U-boat are vanquished 
and the demand for war munitions 
grows less. But there is nothing to 
restrict the flow of foreign goods to 
this country but the capacity of the 
country to absorb them, under the 
Democratic tariff policy.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 2G, 1018. 
Last bulletin gave forecast of dis- 


turbance to cross continent Sept. 28 
to Oct. 2, warm wove Sept. 27 to Oct. 
1, cool wave Sept. 30 to Oct. 3. This 
will come in with unusually low tem- 
peratures, develop very warm and 
then start a cold wave that will carry 
frosts and freezing far southward. 
Storms and rain will be moderate. 


Next warm waves will reach Van- 


couver about Sept, 30 and Oct. 5, 
cross crest of Rockies by close of 
Oct. 1 and C, plains sections 2 and 7, 
meridian DO, great lakes and Ohio- 
Tennessee valleys 3 and 8,. eastern 
sections 4 and 9, reaching vicinity of 
New I-'oundland about Out. G and 10. 
Storm waves will follow about one 
day behind warm waves, ami cool 
waves about one tlay behind storm 
waves. 
Storms and precipitation of 


this period will be about normal, end- 
ing with colder than usual. Severe 
weather is expected Oct. 11 to 23. . 


Future conditions seem to indicate 


a shortage of thu Winter wheat crop 
for l!Jiy in America, ICurOpe, Austra- 
lia and of the early maturing crops of 
small grain in Argentina. 
In south- 


west half of tiie states and Mexico 
the 1!U8 crops are so short that large 
amounts of grain must be shipped, to 
them freni mir northern stales.

day in response to a request recently 
made.

the commission criticises the system, 
which compels the uee of railroad 
tickets -within 4J hours of the Um« 
of their purchase. "This causes con- 
siderable InconTenlence to patrons." 
the commission declares, "«r.d results 
In congestion at ticket 
offices.

Wlto the American Armies in France,

(Boston Globe)

Born at Newport, R. J., Dec. 22,1727 


Died at Newport, Feb. 15, 1820 
The British during the Revolution- 


ary'War were'especi ally vindictive 
toward-William Ellery, who was bom 
at -Newport/ Dec. 22, 1727, and died 
there,.Fcb., 15, 1820. Being unable 
to capture him, they did as msei 
damage possible to his.personal prap- 
erty. His house. was destroyed ir 
fire, and in many other ways they 
caused him monetary losses. 


He was one of the most ardent pa- 


triots, a man of "wealth, who had 
much influence among his fellow men. 
.When trouble between--England aal •- 
the Colonies arose, he became a mec- 
ber of .the Committees of Safety, of 
Inspection and of Military Defeuses. 


The Tories of Newport, and there 


were many of them, became bitter 
against ,the man because of his lar?e 
following, and when Ellery was pro-. 
posed as delegate to the .Continental 
Congress' to succeed Samuel Ward, 
who had died, they slandered the maa 
by circulating a stt-ry that he oppos*! 
Washington. 


Ellery, however, was elected by s 


handsome majority, and it \v as not 
long before his name was attached lo 
the Declaration of Independence, la 
the Congress he served with success 
on several important committees. 


While he sat with that body, thi 


enemy occupied Newport, and it was 
then that his house and other prop- 
erty was destroyed.

'dition to drive the British from New- 
port started, Ellery, as a member of 
the Army, joined it.

Benedict Arnold was born in tng- 


Jand in 1015. 
He came to this 


country with William Arnold, his 
father. 
Benedict had four sons, Jo- 


siah, Benedict, Oliver, Caleb, and 
aa many daughters, namely, Damans, 
who married John Bliss, Penelope 
who married Roger Gouldmg, after 
•whose death she mtirned Thomas 
Cutler; Godsgift who married Jireh 
Bull, nnd Freelove who married Ed- 
ward Pelham. 
Benedict Arnold, the. 


covernor. removed to Providence in 
1C36, and to Newport in August, 
1652. 
It was at that time said that 


he was the richest man in the Col- 
ony. Bv the charter of 1003, lie was 
appointed governor, to which oihce he 
was afterwards elected for 
eight 


years 
He died in Newport on the 9th 


of June, 1C78, at t he age of 63 years. 
He was buried on lands _assignccl 
him as a proprietor, in the rear of 
•what wns at one time the Unitarian 
Church on -Mill Street, recently pur- 
chased by Mr. Vernon and now called 
the Community House. His Newport 
estate, embracing the 1 and between 
Will and Pelham streets, he gave by 
his will, dated December 24, 1677, and 
a codicil dated the 10th of the follow- 
ing June, to his son Benedict.
